He had bound himfelf to produce a ‘treaiyre, -whieh, from a 
peculiarity of ciréumftances, he was warranted. to fay deferved 
not only their attention but regard. ~ Poffeffed as he-then was 
of the former, which, by 2 ftroke of artifice on a preceding day, 
He had been deprived of, he fel no fmall fatisfation in [tating 
that the feheme, which on a former day he had been prevented 
from making, he had on the prefine occafion a fufficient oppor- 
tanity of forming, fo as to anfwer all the purpofcs required, 
notwithitanding the triumph certain Gentl:men arrogated to 
themielves, in having beev able then to carry their withes in 
that Houfe. With refpeé co their triumph, if the Right. Hon. 
Gentleman in hig eye (Mr Fox) withed to encreufe it by an 
additional one, he thould have no pain in givi-g hit ¢ongratu- 
Vation, Jfthe Right Hon. Gentleman confidered it as a mat- 
ter of wipmph that his bill was a confifcarion. of private proper- 
ry, aod a violation of chartered rights ; if he thou!d look apon, 
it as a fubjeét of triumph thar his (Mr Pit’s} bill aimed at the 
contrary; he might then triamph indeed; for greatly as the 
Right Hon. Geatleman (Mr Fox) profeffed his opinion on the 
fubje& to be founded on principles of jultice and the conftitu- 
tion, he would fay, that, contralted with the meafure which he 
thould produce, “he. thought bimfelf ftanding on the moft con-: 
flicutional grognd. He wifhed not to-violate the chartered 
¢ dcfived not to annihilate the confidence 
in publi¢ fecurity, His maxirs was not to dellroy the fiith of 
acts of Parliament ; let the Right Honourable Gentleman 
take what pride he might if fuch a conduet, he affured him.his 
difpofitions had a contrary bias. His refolutions of cunduct 
were founded on thofe the Right Honourable Gentleman ona 
former day fo much affected to defpife. Thefe were an anxious 
attention to the rights af thofe who were mot interetted in the 
bufinefs of the prefent day, the Propriciors of Eatt India Stock. 
If it was a matter of triumph to the Right Honuurable Génrle- 
man that the Proprietors of India Stock had given their ex- 
prefs approbation to rhe bill he:fhould have the honour’ df pro- 
fing, for God’s fake let him enjoy it; ic was his pride to 
that his projet trenchéd no farther on the chartered rights 
fe men than they had acceded to. It f2:med to the Right, Ho- 
nourable Gendeman who had brought in the former bill, to be 
an obje@t-ofimmaterial contideration whether fuch a fancion 
could be obtained. So far he haid-obtuihed ir; and without 
the fanétion of the parties who held their propertiés. under the | 
faith of.charters ad repeated adls of. Parliament, he could not 
in duty ro his covay and tiy conftitution produce a meafure 
like the prefent. Hebad obtained the fanstion of the Py oprie- 
tors of India Stock —they had voluntarily, by thefe refylutions 
which the Honourable Gentleman kifected to defpife, given up 
the rights which it was deemed confiflent with the pablic in- 
tereft that the public thould be in poffeffion of ; anid on this vo- 
Jintary conceffion he had framed the bill which he now had the 
bonour, of Submitting vo the Houfe. :

Mr Pitt ealarged for a confiderable tine on this general 
principle,, and in, invedtive againit Mr Fox, expreliing rather 
violent-animofity agaiofl his bill: He begged ibe Houle to be 


” candid in, comparing his bill with thar which had becn rejected 


in the Lords ; comparifon only, he fuid, would be the criterion 
of his bill and that of the Right Hon. Gertlemin: The one 
profeffed, on the ruin of chartered rights, to ettublifh a moniter 
of unconflitational power, the other (his own) mecely to fatisfy 
the end defired, without violating private juitice, or interfering 
with the gréat bulwarks of public fecurity. Mr Pitt drew the 
contrat with much ability. . His own meafaure he endeavoured 
to lay down on the firft. principles of juitice and legiflation. 
The Eaft India Compaty were to remain by it in fatu quo, 
fo tat as related to its conmmercial exiitence, and the appoint- 
ment of its officers in India; in thort, upon its former footing, 


by the Crown, end to Confift of aSecretary of State, wlio, with 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, were:each for the time being 
to bé members, and fuch others of the Privy Council as his 
Majetty, fhould appoint, ro act by routine, or upon fuch a fer-

confideration whereof the Board would decide, if it fhoald ap- 
ar to them to be a political quettion, fubject to the right, 
owever, of the Court.of DireStors to appeal to the King ig 
‘Council.- The various other departments of government were 
to remain nvarly’on the former fyftem, faving: that the Crown 
fhoyld have the creation of all the new offices, and that in cafe 
the Lill fhould take effet, the appoinrment cf the-chief offices 
* of power ini India was to remain with.the Crown.—Lt is im- 
offiilé to follow Mr Pitt through all his fyibemti f-4ve have.oo- 
iy to fay, therefore, that he acquitted himfelf with great ability, 
and concluded with moving for leave to bring in a bill for repu- 
luting the government of India:—Mr Pitt alfo threw out a 
fcheme for punifhing Ealt India delinquents. a tas 
Mr Fox replied with great ability. Ele obferved that the 
Rivht Honourable Gentleman had chofen ro enter into the dif- 
cuflion of his meafure in a high tone, because he had ftated 
himfelf to have received the approbation of the Eaft Iodia 
Proprietors, and that they were the patrons of his fcheme.
